A very large audience, representing 


fairly the active temperance element of 
Decatnr, assembled at the tabernacle to 
listen to a masterly and eloquent lecture 
delivered by the renowned Kentucky 
temperance orator, Hon. George W. Bain, 
who has been filling engagement* in Kan- 
tat, Chicago and elsewhere, tince he first 
visited our city a year ago: He came 
here and spoke last night under the aus- 
pices of Decatnr Lodge, No. 8M, I. O. U. 
T., and the W. C. T. U., the admission 
fee being fixed at 10 cent*. 
i 


The exercises opened with a vocal se- 


lection by the choir (Messrs. D. L. Bunn 
and C. B. Pretcott, Mr*. A. W. Conklln 
and Mis* Jeanette Bowers, with Mrs. D. 
L. Bunn a* organist) and then followed a 
prayer offered by Rev. I. 8. Richmond, 
of the Church of God. The choir sang 
an anthem, and Mr. Bunn presented the 
lecturer, who received a warm welcome 
from the audience. 


Mr. Bain was in bad voice, having but 


recently contracted a severe cold while 
crossing a river in a boat at the risk of 
hit life in order to fill his engagement 
here, and wa* therefore not at hi* bet 
last night. He (poke for Just one boor, 
earnestly and strongly advocating prohi- 
bition measure* a* the only sure method 
of eradicating the evils of intemperance 
and wiping the liquor traffic from the 
face of the earth. He declared that 
he waa forever opposed to the license 
system, but at the same time he bad re- 
spect for those who differed with him — 
The temperance question is an old sub- 
ject, but the evils of intemperance are 
ever fresh, and its blighting influences are 
to be seen on every hand. Intemperance 
is the preat breeder of all vires, and no 
man can realize fully the extent of its 
evils. The tpeaker next gave his hearers 
a few statistics with reference lo the 
amount of grain that it annually convert- 
ed into wbitky, and to impress the point 
upon tbe minds of hit hearers as complete- 
ly as possible, he said the grain thus con- 
sumed in one year, if made into bread, 
would make four billion loaves. If they 
were so used, they would make a sidewalk 
ten feet wide, reaching from Decatur to 
Chicago, from Chicago to St. Louis, from 
St. Louis to Kansas City, from Kansas 
City to Omaha, from Omaha to the Pacific 
coset, and from the Pacific coast eastward 
across the continent to tbe Atlantic. He 
closed his original and telling illustration 
by declaring that it were better that the 
grain be thrown into the sea than to have 
it converted into that which debate* and 
paralyzes the brain, burnt man, consumes 
woman, fill* asylums and jails, curses 
God, and demoralize* every community 
where the Giant Evil raises its ugly head. 
People don't seem to realize the awful- 
nest of the whisky evil, but the 
speaker could not blame them for 
their apparent 
ignorance.

blighting curse, until the greatest possi- 
ble evil is done; then possibly a commis- 
sion of inquiry will be appointed to make 
a report. We don't want a commission 
of inquiry—we want a commission of 
remedy, and tbe sooner tbe better U will 
be for those who live to-day and those 
who came after us. 
Tbe speaker then 


stated thai in Ihe United Stales each year 
seventeen dollars is given to the devil for 
every one dollar (hat is given lo God to 
moralize the world—one dollnr for tbe 
preacher and seventeen dollars for whis- 
ky, » * » If we sow beer tubs, beer 
vats, distilleries and banded warehouses, 
we shall reap millions of reeling men, 
stricken with delirium trtment, and all 
manner of degradation and crime. We 
need not ask "What Shall the Harvest 
Be?" The answer is always at hand and It 
Is always {he same sad sliiry. The speaker 
then gave a most beautiful and vivid de- 
scription of the vastness and fertility of 
the Great American plains, the intelli- 
gence of the people, and wonderful de- 
velopment of the country, and also gave 
beautiful word pictures of impressions 
received while among the mountain re- 
gions of the west, interspersing his re- 
cital with grand flights of eloquence and 
poetry. He took his hearer* in fancy 
across the c n inent lo the calm Pacific, 
dwelt here and there upon the richness 
of tbe country 
and the many 
ev- 


idenrei of civilization, and closed with a 
glowing tribute to our form of govern- 
ment and our beloved land. He declared 
that no Republic can be made permanent 
without virtue and intelligence, and ex- 
horted all to forsske that which is evil, 
and practice and encourage that which is 
good and tends to elevate man and 
strengthen the country. 


A year sgo the speaker and Decatur 


agreed upon the temperance quertton.—
